Marked Tree Murder Mystery Solved 


HAR1USBURG, Ark., March 15-(/l>) 


—Twelve jurors last'night solved the 
"Marked Tree murder mystery" by 
finding Willie 
Walker 
of 
Wynne 


guilty of the murder of 
(Mrs. Lena 


Waught and fixing his punishment at 
life imprisonment. 


The verdict was returned after the 


jury deliberated only 55 minutes. In 
contrast to other phases of the strange 
case which was long and perplexing, 
the sentencing was done quickly. The 
foreman of the jury announced the 
verdict and Judge E. C. Keck asked 
Walker if he had anything to say. 
His nerves shaken for a minute and 
his face worn and hagard, Walker 
shook his head, and heard the sen- 
tence. He then dropped into a chair 
and buried his head in his arms. 


His attorneys announced the case 


would be appealed. 


By fixing the sentence, 
the 
jury 


saved Walker's life for had it failed 
to fix the sentence and still found 
such a verdict, the court would have 
been 
compelled 
to sentence 
the 


debonair salesman to 
the 
electric 


chair. 


A. B. Cuplinger. who sppke for the 


defense, insisted that evidence intro- 
duced by the state had failed to con- 
nect Walker with the slaying of the 
woman whose body, shot and beaten, 
was found in a thicket near Marked 
Tree; that it had not proved that the 
woman was killed in this (Poin.sclU 
county, nor that UK- \ii-tim was Mrs. 
Walsh. 


"Tlvil horrible 
crime—where 
the 


murderer left the body of his victim 
open prey to wild animals—must be 
punished," A. B. Carpenter, prosecut- 
ing attorney declared in lu's plea for 
conviction. He 
said 
the 
evidence 


showed Walker killed the woman to 
get possession of her automobile. 


WalUci- Shorn of Smile 


Walker sat motionless with his eyes 


fixed on the attorneys for the slate 
when they described him as a "cold- 
blooded murderer" and for the first 
time his face was shaken of its ac- 
customed smile.

ing tlie murder mystery, when it 
started until the day a woman's body 
was buried, which was believed to be 
that of Mrs. Lena Walsh: 


When two farmers stumbled on the 


mutilated body of a pretty woman 
jammed in a clump of bushes lasi 
December 12, they opened the Marked 
Tree murder mystery. 


The body was four times incorrect- 


ly identified in the weeks that fol- 
lowed the discovery, and a fascinating 
murder trail that led from the village 
oi Marked Tree north to

east, to Kentucky's mountains, south 
again to Birmingham and a Missis- 
sippi village and then across the broad 
southwest, to Phoenix, Ariz., was pur- 
sued by officers of Arkansas.

Civilization 
wasn't built on the constant reminder of mistakes, and it 
L«n't going to hang around any graveyard of faith today. 


Somewhere in his Notes on Life and Letters, Joseph 


Conrad 'says that fiction is truer than life because fiction is 
founded on the precepts by which life is instinctively guided. 
He could have used one short word instead—faith. 


Men grow in stature and become great, only in the de- 


gree to which they fulfill the faith all men feel in the possi- 
bilities of the-human race. Human dreams preceded for ages 
the coming of the Christ. An American dream anticipated 
a George Washington, surely; and was quick to recognize 
an Abraham Lincoln. 


The aspiration of humanity is unliminted—but it dis- 


misses treachery with a short, cold fear. 


Asa Keyes is a moral lesson—for himself—but he means 


nothing to the nation. He has no significance even for him- 
self, except what he borrows from society by happening to 
oppose the immutable laws which are older than govern-

Law, provides that no person, firm or corporation shall engage 
in the business of selling, renting or leasing real estate or sell 
leases and royalties 'for others for a compensation, or offer tQ> 
do so, without first securing a license from the Arkansas Real' 
Estate Commission. 


The purpose of the Law is to regulate the real estate 


ness by keeping undesirables and incompetents out of it ,sr»4 
to safeguard the interests of the public. Heavy penalties are 
provided for violations, and licenses may be refused or revoke4 
by the Commission for cause. It is entirely proper to ask any, 
person who offers his services in real estate dealsjp show his 
license card. Unlicensed persons cannot legally collect com* 
missions and licensed dealers caiyiot pay commissions to any' 
one not licensed.

"Tal" Feild, as he is familiarly known, is president ot the Hope Lumber 


Co., who own Hope's only lumber mill, hundreds of acres of nearby timber- 
land, and a railroad to bring this timber to their mill. They also buy milled 
lumber and logs from all the nearby countryside. They ship their product 
over several states, wherever the wholesale lumber market is suitable. The 
lumber firm is possibly the oldest business institution in Hope, having been 
founded more than fifty four years ago. It is the largest employer of labor 
in this section, and also puts considerable money in circulation 
with the 


money invested in lumber milled by smaller operators throughout the trade 
territory. 


Talbot Feild helped to organize, the present Hope Chamber of Commerce. 


He has also been quite active in Rotary club work, being one of the charter 
members of this institution. He is also secretary of the local Elks club, and 
has been one of it's most active members for many years. This order has 
almost completely paid for their handsome edifice on the City Hall square, 
due to the efforts of "Tal" Feild, anil some of the other aggressive members.
